CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., Dec. 5.— 
Wilbert Kobinson, president and man- 
ager of the Brsekizn Dodgers, upon 
lis arrival in Chattanooga this after- 
poon, ridiculed the charges of Nick 
Oullop, hard-hitting outfielder, that 
he was secured in a “cover-up” deal. 
“Nothing to it,” the Robins’ leader 
said. “I bought Cullop from Atlanta 
in good faith and there was nothing 
off-cover in the entire transaction.” 

Cullop has petitioned Judge K. M. 
Landis, commissioner of organized 
baseball, for his release, asserting he 
was a part of the “cover-up” deal 
along with Patridge, Glazner and other 
players. He asks that he be declared 
a free agent. Judge Landis will hold 
a hearing on the matter Friday morn- 
ing at his hotel rooms in Chattanooga. 
He has instructed Robinson and R. J. 
Spiller, vice president of the Atlanta 
club, to appear before him at this time. 

Robinson and Spiller arrived from 
Atlanta early this afternoon. Robin- 
som joined Spiller at Aglanta early 
this morning, coming up from his elub, 
Dover Hall, near Brunswick, Ga. 

The two baseball leaders conferred 
in Atlanta about the matter. Robin- 
son brought along a sport page of The 
Atlanta Constitution to show that Cul- 
lop failed to hit for both Brooklyn 
and Atlanta. “Cullop was never satis- 
fied with Brooklyn... Two weeks be- 
fore our option expired last year he 
brought his family to Brooklyn to live 
at my suggestion. I thought I had 
a real find in that boy, but he failed 
to hit. He struck out seven or eight 
times in a row. It was that perform- 
ance that convinced me he couldn't 
make the grade, and I shipped him 
back to the minors,”

SEVERE STORM STRIKES 


ENGLAND; SHIP SINKS 


LONDON, Dec. 5.—()—A_ tem- 
pest in which the wind at times blew 
at the rate of a hundred miles an 
hour, swept Great Britain last night 
and most of today. Before it had 
spent its force, it had caused enor- 
mous damage on land and at sea. 


The crowning tragedy of a day and 
night of destruction was the founder- 
ing of the steamship Frances Duncan 
off Land’s End. Destruction of the 
big boat could be plainly seen from 
the Longships lighthouse. 


The vessel, which was 2,384 tons, 
was trying to fight her way against 
the storm when a big wave tossed 
her high in the air and she turned 
over. A few second later she bobbed 
up like a cork but was lying on her 
side. 

Within a minute or two she had dis- 
appeared. Sixteen of her crew of 21 
went down with her. The other five 
elung to bits of wreckage until the 
steamship Alice Marie, bound for Nor- 
way, picked them up. The rescue ves- 
sel turned out of her course and set 
the survivors ashore at Falmouth. 

Torrential rains, which accompanied 
the gale, increased the already wide- 
spread flood damage in Wales. 
Throughout the United Kingdom 
many persons were injured by flying 
debris or in traffic accidents that 
were due directly to the weather. 

The storm swept in from the Atlan- 
tic and hit Ireland last night. Then 
it crossed over Wales and England, 
liowing itself out on the French chan- 
nel coast.

will be located in the state before 
spring of the next year, to buy fruit 
direct from the producer, freeze it and 


' sell it during the colder months of the 
| year when canned peaches alone are 
‘available, it was announced here Fri- 
| day by officials of the state bureau of 
_ markets, 


It is their belief that the new 
product will consume the surplus crop, 


‘open a new market, and bring direct 


relief to the consumer, when fresh 
peaches shall be made possible for 
housewives’ tables during every month 


|in the year. 


W. R. Tucker, agricultural develop- 


| ment and immigration agent of the 
_A., B. & C. railroad, announced Fri- 


day that a Chicago syndicate had be- 
come interested in the project and 
that a charter for a plant to produce 
the frozén fruit will be applied for 
within the next two weeks. Just 
where the million-dollar plant will be 
located has not been definitely set- 
tled, but it is understood that it will 
be placed in the peach belt. 
Five Plants Planned. 

It is the plan to have at least one, 

and possibly as many as five, plants 


over the state, by the end of mext} 
spring. Operation will begin with the 


opening of the peach season next sum- 
mer. 

The new million-dollar industry was 
brought to the state of Georgia 
through the medium of a $500 experi- 
ment on the part of the Georgia State 
Bureau of Markets. In 1928 approxi- 
mately 17,000 carloads of peaches 


were shipped from the state of Geor- 


gia, while 3.000 carloads were left 
to rot on the trees. The loss to in- 
dividual farmers caused a study to 
be made of the situation in the sum- 
mer of 1929. 

Mr. Tucker, in conjunction with the 
bureau of markets, began a series of 
experiments to-determine if fresh 
Georgia peaches could be frozen and 
marketed as were strawberries in Cal- 
ifornia. Mr. Tucker, conducting the 
experiment under appointment by the 
bureau of markets, was assisted in the 
venture by the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture, the Atlantic Ice 
& Coal Company, the Crystal Car- 
bonic Company, the Fruit Growers’ 
Express, the Georgia Power Com- 
pany,*the Atlanta Paper Company. 
the Georgia Association, Bessire & 
Company, Railway Express Agency, 
Inc., and the A., B. & C. railroad. 


Idea Developed. 
When the project proved successful 


in July, steps were taken to develop 


for 


The peaches are bought in the fields 
and cut for table use. Then they are 


frozen, placed in paper containers and 
| shipped with “dry ice.” 


Two thon- 
sand pounds of this fruit, grown in 
Georgia this past summer, will be sent 
out this Christmas to the markets of 
the bureau 
of markets. Restaurants, hotels and 
steamship companies will serve fresh 
fruit at Christmas time. 

It is predicted that 80,000,000 
pounds will be placed on the market

nied by the International Paper Com- 
pany in its answer to the suit filed 
in United States district court here 
today. 

The paper company denied that it 
had accepted any plan advanced by 
LaVarre and also denied that, the plan 
|'which LaVarre claimed he originated 


was worth “several millions of dollars 
in money” as claimed in the suit. 

The company admits that it made 
loans for the purchase of several news- 
papers in the southeast but asserts 


that although LaVarre made the pur- 
chase in his own name they were 
“for the account and benefit of him- 
self and Harold Hall, jointly and as 
partners.” 

LaVarre, with Harold Hall, came 
into the southeast last spring and pur- 
chased the Augusta (Ga.) Chronicle, 
the Columbia Record and the Spartan- 
burg Journal and Herald. LaVarre 
claims that the International Paper 
‘ompany had agreed to loan him 
$2,500,000 for the purchase of papers 
and to give him two years in which 
to refinance his project. 

He alleges in his suit that the paper 
company, after advancing $870,000, 
conspired with Hall to gain control 
of the papers, breaking the two-year 
refinancing agreement and refused to 
advance the remainder of the $2,500,- 
000. He asks that the company be 
compelled to carry out the unwritten 
agreement and that he be awarded 
$2,500,000 damages and that the

Such a clat- 

tering, slithering 

progress as we 

made over those 

70 miles to Athens I have never had 
the privilege of enjoying, even in the 
wilds of Ireland. As our car pitched 
amid the potholes and clouds of the 
finest Georgia mud slashed against 
the windshield like spray before a 
stiff nor’ wester I could almost: believe 
that I was on a trawler driving into 
a bucking sea. On such occasions loud 
wails would rise from the remainder 
of the crew aft, as they rubbed skulls 
dented by violent contact with the 
top. Their long-drawn sufferings made 
me wonder why no enterprising mer- 
chant of Atlanta had produced a 
padded cotton quilt for fixing to all 


seat drivers from constant battering 
by Georgia's roads. 
Mental and Physical Shock. 

To find such public highways in the 
United States was something of a 
shock, mental as well as physical. For 
elsewhere I have always been im- 
pressed by the excellence of these 
communications, The magnificent ce- 
ment highways running straight as 
arrows to the far horizon which lie 
so thick in California and other west- 
ern states are revelations to a Euro- 
pean. On them the largest coaches 
maintain a scheduled speed of 40 


miles an hour with perfect safety, 
while any private car can keep the 
needle hovering around the fifties 
without the passenger being conscious 
of discomfort. And out there even 
the dirt roads have surfaces almost 
equal to cement, for they are sprayed 
at intervals with the crude oil which 
is so cheap and plentiful in those re- 
gions. 

Further east, in Kansas, these high- 
ways have not the advantage of 
abundant oil close at hand and though 
their condition is good in dry weather 
I am told that after heavy rains they 
are reduced to much the same condi- 
tion as those of Georgia, The rouds 
of New England suffer in comparison 
with those of the west by being on 
the whole less straight, a difference 
due partly to the natural configura- 


tion of the country. But their surface

There most of the country roads date 
from the days of the stagecoach, when 
deiicate travelers setting out upon a 
journey were solemniy warned of the 
danger of apoplexy should they ex- 
ceed a speed of 12 miles an hour for 
more than a few minutes at a time. 
In many districts winding, narr: v 
lanes between high hedges and hidden 


junctions make a speed of more than 
30 miles an hour criminally danger- 
ous; and the quaint superstitution of 
trians and cyclists that the road 
longs to them as much as to the mo- 
torist behooves the driver to keep his 
eyes open and his brake foot ready. 
The main highways are, of course, 
much ,broader and less crooked, but 
their tarmac surfaces are apt to be 
treacherous in wet weather and the 
danger of skids prohibits the speeds 
possible under similar conditions on 
cement. The legaj limit is still 20 


miles an hour throughout the island, 


a relic of a bygone age which is 
honored more in the breach than the 
observance. But it’s an ill wind that 
blows nobody good. This vexatious 
old rule is well beloved by country 
authorities in need of funds, who have 
a pleasant habit of “trapping” like- 
ly stretches in their jurisdiction. 
These efforts to “raise the wind” oft- 
er meet with only limited success, 
however, for as soon as they become 
known the local “scouts” of the Au- 
tomobile Association hurry to the 
scene.

But if the countryside through 
which we passed was unfamiliar, the 
spirit of deep peace which brooded 
over the little country towns upon 
ovr way carried me nearer home than 
I had been for many months. ere 
were the same groups of loungers 
resting their weary backs against the 
wall and eyeing all newcomers with 
gloomy suspicion. There were the 
same general stores where all things 
can be bought, from frying-pans to 
fishhooks, the same druggists where 
the local maidens may obtain the same 
essential aids to beauty., Only one 
thing was lacking, “the jolly farmer” 
and the “hare and hounds,” that, how- 
ever, was an omission which I felt 
most deeply ! 

But" no account of riding through 
Georgia would be complete without a 
tribute to the native courtesy of her 
citizens. I will not easily forget the 
old farmer who came out into the 
bitter night when our motor died out- 
side his door and invited’us to share 
the warmth of his fireside till the 
trouble could be righted. While Geor- 
gia has such kindly dwellers by her 
highways the traveller will surely for- 


give the rough treatment which she

What is all this bother about Bos- 
ton, asks a writer in a Paris paper.

FLAGSHIP READY 
TO TRANSPORT MARINES. 
NORFOLK, Va., Dec. 6.—(4)— 
Five hundred marines, drawn from 
the barracks at Quantico, Norfolk and 
Parris Island, will leave here tomor- 
row aboard the U. S. 8S. Wright, flag- 
ship of the aircraft squadrons of the 
scouting fleet, under “secret orders” 
for “duty beyond the seas.” 
The Wright. today began loading 
supplies and faking aboard airplanes, 
which have been operating from the 
naval air station here since the ves- 
sel has been in port. All officers and 
members{of the crew also were ordered 
to be abgard not later than midnight 
tonight. ‘The supplies included 1,000,- 
000 rounds of small arms ammunition. 
A special train with 120 enlisted 
men and five officers is scheduled to 
arrive here tomorrow morning from 
Parris Island, and a special boat car- 
rying about 400 enlisted men and of- 
ficers is scheduled to arrive from 
Quantico about the same time. About 
72 men will be taken from the two 
marine barracks at Norfolk. As fast 
as they arrive the marines will board 
the ship and it is expecta she will 
be ready for sea, probably by noon.

She formerly was the peer of fat 
ladies, tipping the scales at 800 
pounds, but now is a mere shadow of 
her former self, weighing but the 
trifling total of 625.

CREDIT MEN QUTLINE 
PLAN TO STOP FRAUD 


American business probably can 
save more by a vigorous drive to wipe 
out commercial crime than it will prof- 
it through the prospective reduction 
in federal taxes. 

This statement was made Friday 
night at formal launching of the At- 
lanta’s campaign in the second credit 
protection fund movement by Dr. Ste- 
phen I. Miller, executive manager of 
the National Association of Credit 
Men and nationally known business 
authority who is visiting here from 
New York. 

“Fraud losses constitute an illegiti- 
mate tax on productive business,” Dr. 
Miller said. “They can be cut down 
by vigorous investigations and prose- 
cution, Credit frauds of all kinds, 
which were enating business hundreds 
of millions annually when the credit 
protection movement was instituted in 
1925, have decreased every year since, 
due to effective investigation.” 

Atlanta Quota $25,000. 

The second protective fund cam- 
paign, which got under way here Fri- 
day, has been in progress in various 
sections of the country since Febru- 
ary, with a national quota of $1,750,- 
000 to be raised as a means of fight- 
ing credit fraud and _ investigating 
commercial crime over a period of five 
years. Atlanta’s campaign goal is 
$25,000. 

The drive here is to be conducted by 
members of the local credit associa- 
tion. A campaign organization meet- 
ing was held at the Atlanta Athletic 
Club Friday noon. Dr. Miller and 
J. M. McKeown, of New York, cam- 
paign manager for the National As- 
sociation of Credit Men, spoke at the 
luncheon. P. M. Millians, chairman of 
the local drive, presided at the ses- 
sions Friday. 

J. F. O'Keefe, of the Chicago Credit 
Association, and Brace Bennitt, . of 
the central division office in Chicago, 
were among the speakers at formal 
opening of the campaign. They were 
introduced by H. E. Choate, head of 
the Choate Investment Company. In 
addition to these business experts, the 
local association had as guests at the 
opening of its campaign Friday night 
a large number of delegates to the 
secretarial council of the National As- 
sociation of Credit Men, who opened 
the annual convention of the council 
at the Biltmore hotel Friday. The 
council convention, which brought 
prominent credit men from various 
sections of the country to this city, 
will conclude its sessions today. 

Dr. Miller, who was here jointly to 
participate in the secretarial g¢ouncil 
convention and aid inaugurate the lo- 
cal drive for the credit protective fund, 
was one of ‘the men summoned to 
Washington for the Hoover conference 
with national heads of business organ- 
izations. These conferences, Dr. Mil- 
ler pointed out in his talk Friday 
night, indicated that the nation’s busi- 
ness was fundamentally sound’ in its 
great system of credit and production. 

Precedent Set by Hoover. 

‘It was of particular significance,” 
Dr. Miller asserted, “that this marked 
the first time in the history of the 
nation that the president gathered to- 
gether for consultation nak advice the 
business leaders of the country, point- 
ing to the greater movement of co- 
operation that is being effected be- 
tween the government and the com- 
mercial world.” 

“Three conclusions were reached at 
the Washington conferences,” Dr. 
Miller said. \“First of these was that 
many people were hurt in the finan- 
cial recession, and to deal properly 
with this we must create a psychology 
of confidence; second, the effect on 
buyers must be overcome by encourag- 
ing them to buy normally, as _ the 
totnd condition of the country war- 
rants. The third conclusion was the 
stock crash actually promised an im- 
portant benefit to commercial develop- 
meht by releasing three billion dollars 
in brokers’ loans that hitherto could 
not be touched for productive use.” 

Speaking of the business situation, 
Dr. Miller said that a country-wide 
survey of credit and collection condi- 
tions just completed by the National 
Association of Credit Men indicated 
that the ill effects of.the stock market 
slump have been greatly overestimated.

HARD-SURFACING 
OF HIGHWAY NO. 30 
ASKED BY CITIZENS 


The hard-surfacing of state high- 
way No. 30 as part of the state high- 
way board’s 1930 program was urged 
by a delegation of citizens represent- 
ing counties along the route which 
appeared before the highway board 
Friday. 

The route gives a connection be- 
tween Savannah and Columbus and 
is a dirt road for almost its entire 
length. It goes by Claxton, Lyons, 
Mount Vernon, McRae, Abbeville, 
Cordele and Americus. 

Members of the delegation pointed 
out that there are no paved roads 
crossing Georgia in an east and west 
direction. All paved trans-state high- 
Ways run north and south, it was 
said. Their construction was guided 
by the Florida boom and its popu- 
larity as a resort. 

A delegation from Oglethorpe coun- 
ty, headed by Hamilton McWhorter, 
member of the house of representa- 
tives, appeared to urge that there 
should be a paved road between Ae. | 
gusta and Atlanta, and that to pave |} 
the route via Athens would involve 
the expenditure of much less money 
than other routes, 

They proposed to have the paving 
start at the Richmond county line, 
and to go by way of Thomson and 
Washington to the Oglethorpe-Clarke 
county line. They pointed out that 
there are now several miles of paving 
east and west of Washington, from 
the Clarke-Oglethorpe line into Ath- 
ens, and from the Richmond-Columbia 
line into Augusta, leaving two gaps 
which must be paved.

General Electric Split-Up 
Gives Impetus to Advance

NEW YORK, Dec. 6.—(#)—The 
flames of speculative enthusiasm, 
fanned by the 4-for-1 split-up of Gen- 
eral Electric stock, leaped up anew 
in today’s stock market, reaching new 


heights for the post .crash period. 

The recasting of the eapital struc- 
ture of such a premier industrial en- 
terprise as General Electric, projected 
at this time, was regarded in many 
quarters as conclusive evidence in the 
revival of the ‘stock market. 

Furthermore, this action was wide- 
ly interpreted as foreshadowing the 
splitting up of several other leading 
high-priced stocks spondored by the 
Morgan interests. Although the eco- 
nomie value of stock split-ups has 
been the subject of considerable criti- 
cism, particularly during the recent 
market crisis, Wall Street knows from 
experience that split-ups tend to 
broaden the market for stock and 
lead to larger dividend payments and 
an announcement of one seldom fails 
to engender bullish enthusiasm. 

Early Heaviness. 

The market showed considerable 
hesitancy during t 2 early transac- 
tions, but soon pointed upward, and 
with the General Electric announce- 
ment, an up-surge in leading stocks 
got under way. carrying scores of 
shares up from 2 to early 25 points. 
A little profit-taking appeared in the 
final transactions, but failed to make 
serious inroads into the day’s gains. 
Total sales were 4,714,800 shares, a 
new high level since the recent return 
of normalcy. 

Business news was of a moderately 
favorable character. Julius H. Barnes, 
chairman of President Hoover’s newly 


organized eeoriomie council, warned 
again.t “excessive optimism.” The 
American Iren and Steel Institute 
estimated that steel ingot production 
in November sank to a new low level 
for the year, mills operating at 68.90 
per cent of rated capacity, compared 
to 87.05 per cent. in the same period 
of 1928. This, however, had been 
largely discounted. The weekly trade 
reviews pointed to a large volume of 
retail trade, apparently larger than 
that of last year at this time. Whole- 
sale trade and manufacturing activity, 
however, remained quiescent, al- 
th.ugh sentiment appears to have im- 
proved considerablv. Dividerid rates 
were increased on Allis Chalmers and 
Reynolds Tobacco. 


Money rates were slightly firmer, 
although the new treasury financing 
at 3 1-8 per cent, the lowest in two 
years, offered gratifying evidence of 
the complete return to normalcy in 
money conditions in the past two 
months. Yesterday’s increases of 
one-eighth of one per cent in bankers’ 
acceptance rates by two dealers were 
accepted by the general trade today. 
Call money held officially at 4 1-2 
per cent, and time money. while ex- 
tremely dull, was nominally quoted a 
little higher at 4 3-4 per cent flat.

General Electric shot up nearly 25 
points to 257 and closed at 254. At 
the top it was nearly 90 points above 
the low reached a few weeks ago. 
United States Steel, after fluctuating 
uncertainly during the major part of 
the session, surged up more than 7 
points to 172 in the last hour.
